Naguib Henchman’s 
Outburst On. The 


Suez Canal . Issue 


Paris, June 10. 

Major Salem, ono of: the most influential of the 12° 
military aides of’ Premier General Mohammed Naguib 
of Egypt, -warned in an interviow published tonight 
that in case of a world conflict Egypt would not help 
the West so long as British troops-_remained in the 
Suez Canal Zone. 

“In the ease of a-conflict between East and Western 
Europe, even if Egypt were attacked by Russia, Western 
Europe would face an enormous-vacuum in the Suez ig jt 
allowed the present crisis to continue and allowed British 
occupation of the Canal. , 


—Lf.. Westesn_Europe - wants_to. 
defend Suez, the Egyptians 
would not help it,'"" Salem said 
jn an interview with the news- 
paper Paris Presse. “We want 
the unconditional evacuation of 
milltary troops from the Suez 
Canal orea, The Canal must be 
an Egyptian base, which means 
that we Egyptians must: have 
full control of all the Suez 
Zone,” he said. 

Turning to the question of 
Egypl’s position in case of a 
world conflict, Salem continued, 
“Neither the United States 
nor Britaln nor France . nor 
any other nation could prevent 
this vacuum, this. Egyptian 
absence in the Zone, so long as 
the present situation lasts, In 
the event of a confilct with 
Russia the British occupation 
of Suez would dave heavy 
consequences for the Allies.” .
